FOREWORD 


It is always a pleasure to express our sincere thanks and apprecia- 
tion for your valued patronage and even criticism. It was our unfortunate 
experience to lose a small batch of orders last spring, but I trust they were 
all straightened out to everyone’s satisfaction. You certainly swamped 
us! Early ordering sure helps. 


The past season started out very wet and cold and from July on it 
was a very dry season. Consequently, we were able to harvest the cleanest 
crop of quality bulbs we have ever dug. I am sure the quality will please 
the most exacting buyer. We grow about 10 acres, mostly young stock 
and bulblets and have trebled our storage space and now have better facili- 
ties for handling all orders. 


We had exhibits at seven shows last summer. We naturally like to 
win a few prizes but our main idea is to spread the appreciation of the 
newer gladiolus and to assist the various Gladiolus societies in putting on 
their shows. Equally enjoyable is meeting and talking to the grand folks 
who compose the gladiolus fraternity. Where Gladiolus is the subject, 
hours just seem to dwindle to minutes and there just does not seem to be 
enough time to meet all the folks one would like to or to cover the many 
phases of gladiolus growing that seem so important. The Latch is always 
open either winter or summer and a “glad talk away an evening”’ is a com- 
mon occurrence with us. 


The descriptions of the varieties in the General List are Art, Jr.’s and 
he has put less emphasis on the faults and more on the good qualities. He 
says a pretty glad is like a pretty girl, and one does not speak of the faults 
but rather the good points. But as one gets older and perhaps more critical 
or discerning, we are prone to look for perfection. He always stumps me 
with the question, ““Name a perfect glad?” and I must confess I haven’t 
found one yet, but then why should I get discouraged, there are some 
thing's in life I’ve been looking for fifty years and haven’t found yet. Still 
living in hope! Maybe someday, we will have that perfect glad. 


We bloomed about 5,000 seedlings this past 
\ summer and are glad to report that we found some 
\) outstanding ones and if they continue to perform 
as they did last year, we should have some at the 
shows for your approval soon. 


As is our practice, we have added several new 
varieties to our list and discarded some varieties 
that we feel have been superseded by better ones. 
We spend lots of time and money and give careful 
consideration in acquiring new varieties. We do 
not claim to grow all of the good ones as this is 
impossible with so many being introduced each 
vear, but I am sure you will find our list contains 
a most comprehensive listing of the better ones. 
We believe — only the best is good enough. 





UNLABELED COLLECTIONS OF ASSORTED GLADS 


Many folks desire to plant glads in their garden for cut flowers, but do 
not care to fuss with the labeling of the different kinds. To satisfy this 
need we make up special collections of named varieties but unlabeled. In 
making up an assortment of 100 bulbs we usually put in 3 bulbs each of 35 
varieties, thus being sure of good color balance. However, if you prefer 
or dislike certain colors just let us know and we will act accordingly. If 
bought under name the varieties used would cost many times as much.

If bulbs from both 
lists are ordered they will be sent F.O.B. and we will include enough extra 
bulbs to more than offset the express charges. 

Orders for bulblets cannot be accepted after April 1st, for small bulbs 
(sizes 4, 5, & 6) after April 20, and for large bulbs after June Ist. Orders 
for assortments can be accepted until July Ist. 

Discounts — On all cash orders from the retail descriptive list — $2.50 
to $10.00 — you may select 10% discount in bulbs of your own choice. 
$10.00 to $20.00 — you may select 15% discount in bulbs of your own choice. 
Over $20.00 — you may select 20% discount in bulbs of your own choice. 
Discounts do not apply to new introductions, collections, or wholesale prices. 

On cash orders from the wholesale list — 5% discount on orders from 
$25 to $100. 10% discount on orders over $100.00. 

Extras and Overcount — We give extras with all orders varying with 
the size of the order. Just mention some of the varieties you would like 
to buy and we will do our best to please you. We are noted for our gener- 
ous overcount of number, quality, and size. 

Guarantee — We guarantee satisfaction in every way possible. We 
attempt to send out only clean, healthy, true to name stock, and if in any 
way you are not satisfied let us know immediately and we will do our utmost 
to please you. Also if you are pleased we are always glad to hear from you. 

Shipping Dates — Unless otherwise requested all orders will be sent 
out between March 15 and April 15 in the order received.

Bulb Sizes — The retail list contains three sizes — 

Large, 114,” up Medium, 34” - 114.” Small, 32” - 34” 

Large size bulbs give the largest bloom. However medium sized bulbs 
will give excellent spikes about 75% as large. Most small bulbs will bloom 
and at the same time grow fine bulbs for the following year. 

Variety Listing — In the descriptive list the variety name is given first, 
followed by the originator’s name, its show classification and the approxi- 
mate number of days needed for it to bloom. We have attempted to give 
a description of the varieties as we see them, listing Heese faults as 
well as good points.

FOR THE COMMERCIAL GROWER 


Every year we are asked our opinion of varieties grown commercially 
for cut flowers. Therefore we are presenting here our frank opinion of 
the ones we grow for cut flower purposes as well as some of the new ones 
we are looking forward to growing in large quantities. 


WHITE — 

WHITE FANTASY, SNOW PRINCESS, MT. INDEX, and ANNA MAE 
are the first to bloom in the order given. SILVER WINGS is a topnotcher 
but we still prefer LEADING LADY. VREDENBURG is the purest white 
and SURFSIDE makes fine consistent spikes even though a little late. 
MARGARET BEATON and SILENTIUM are the best blotched whites. 
Of the newer ones FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE stands out ahead of the 
rest. SNOWFLAKE from Holland, is a fine pure white. SNOW FLURRY 
has wonderful cutting qualities and ROOSEVELT’S MEMORY has shown 
promise. TEXAS is big and early but soft. 


CREAM — 

LEADING LADY continues the best for all purposes. WHITE GOLD, 
rather soft, is still the first to bloom in the creams. LADY JANE is a 
deeper cream than LEADING LADY and very consistent. Giant in this 
color is ORIENTAL PEARL. From Holland, SALMON’S GLORY cannot 
be overlooked. CONNIE G. will receive great popularity while SPARKS 
is different and striking. 


YELLOWS — 

SPOTLIGHT is the leader of the yellows with fine cutting and keeping 
qualities. CRINKLE CREAM has been splendid for us. OREGON GOLD, 
though late, is tall with many open. YELLOW HERALD is early with 
consistently tall spikes. MOTHER KADEL has fine clear color while GOLD 
DUST is our first yellow to bloom. KATHY LEE and GOLDEN STATE 
look very promising. 


BUFF — 
BUFFETTE is tall, opens many, and is quite early, while SUNSPOT 
and GOLD STANDARD will become widely grown in this color. 


ORANGE — 

DAISY MAH is big, consistent, and a good cutter. LANTANA and 
ACCA LARENTIA are the earliest of the oranges. BANCROFT WIN- 
SOR, which has been overlooked, is an excellent cut flower. JANET LEE, 
BIKINI, and TROCADERO show great promise and will be widely grown 
as their prices come down. ORANGE GOLD will also become a leader in 
this color. 


SALMON — 

PICARDY is still widely grown and deservedly so. PIONEER is the 
largest and ships unusually well. KING WILLIAM is a lighter PICARDY. 
One becoming very popular is CAPSICUM with its unusual throat marking. 
GLAMIS has beautiful color, and W. R. READER is the earliest in the 
salmon class. KING ALFRED, VICTORY QUEEN, and SPIC and SPAN, 
are all taking their rightful places as fine commercials. 
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SCARLET — 

VALERIA is still tops with us. Taller MERCURY has beautiful clear 
color, and BEACON and ALGONQUIN are also both well liked. NEW 
EUROPE we think is too soft. MODERN TIMES from Holland was well 
received, while REDOWA of the new ones has what it takes. 


PINK — 

We grow PINK CHARM, GEN. D. MACARTHUR, and INVICTUS for 
early blooms. PINK RADIANCE is fast gaining popularity. COVER 
GIRL and BIG TOP, giants of this class, are hard to handle. ETHEL 
CAVE COLE, GRETA GARBO, and MAGNOLIA receive great demand. 
TRUE-LOVE is beautiful and a fine cutter. New ones that have gone over 
well with us are BEAUTY’S BLUSH, CONNECTICUT YANKEE, FABU- 
LOUS, SUMMER GAL, YANKEE LASS, and GEN. EISENHOWER. SKY- 
WAY looks like the best early yet — tall, good color, and a wonderful cutter. 


RED — 

RED CHARM is the most consistent cutter. STOPLIGHT sure takes 
the heat and goes over big. OHIO NON PARIEL and FIREBRAND have 
excellent commercial qualities. ROYAL WINSOR is a comer in this color 
and GRACIE ALLEN has been overlooked. MOHAWK is the best dark 
red while BIRCH RED will soon rival it. 


ROSE — 

ROSA VAN LIMA is the earliest in this class to bloom. MISS WIS- 
CONSIN is the best cutter while BUENA VISTA takes honors for being 
the largest. FRANCIS M. IRWIN has unusual color as has CHAMOUNY. 
BURMA is fine when opened in the field. CORONA, of course, always 
goes well. TOPFLITE, VENIDA, PROSPERITY, and PREVIEW will 
soon take their places in this color. 


LAVENDER — 

The leading light lavender is ELIZABETH THE QUEEN. LAV- 
ENDER PRINCE is of deeper color and ships well. Older LAVENDER 
QUEEN is a very consistent cutter. ABIGAIL, SIBONY, and PEGGY 
are the better new ones. 


PURPLE — 

Among the purple glads PURPLE SUPREME stands out as the best 
all around cutter. VULCAN was unusually good this year and enjoyed a 
big demand. KING LEAR is the earliest and the most ruffled but has 
poor attachment. DOROTHY ARMSTRONG looks like a sure thing among 
the new ones. MARGARET WOOD is perhaps too big to handle well. 


BLUES — 

BLUE BEAUTY still rates as the best ‘‘blue” cut flower. MAX RE- 
GER, though smaller, has better color value and is early. HIGH LIFE 
made many “crooks” this year while ABU HASSEN seems to be a poor 
bulb maker. RAVEL and BLUE LAGOON should become leaders in this 
color. 

SMOKIES — 

Among the smokies BUCKEYE BRONZE, HIGH FINANCE, and 
VAGABOND PRINCE are useful in limited quantities. Most glads in 
this class lack good attachment and keeping qualities but are becoming 
more popular with many florists.

VARIETY COMMENTS 


In the following comments, I am calling your attention to some of 
the most outstanding and lesser known varieties as they performed in our 
fields this past season, listing them in their color sections. In the whites, 
FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE, WHITE CHRISTMAS and SNOWFLAKE 
stood out as worthy additions. FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE is a tall, 
strong, robust grower without any sericus faults and undoubtedly will 
become a leading commercial. WHITE CHRISTMAS, while not too tall 
and with a tendency to misplace, will go places because of its extreme ruf- 
fling. SNOWFLAKE from Holland is a tall, pure white, commercial type. 
Although rather loosely attached, STRATHNAVER won a Grand Cham- 
pionship for us. One of the tallest whites is TEXAS. ROOSEVELT’S 
MEMORY makes perhaps the largest florets in the whites. 


CONNIE G. was the sensation of the Eastern shows in the cream 
class. It’s a beautiful ruffled cream self color. Of course, LEADING 
LADY is still the biggest winner at the shows and many wonderful spikes 
were seen. SALMON’S GLORY with its spot of color in the throat drew 
much favorable comment. 


In the buffs and yellows KATHY LEE, because of its ruffling and 
clean color, was impressive. MANCHU and MASKERADEH, while rather 
bizarre in coloring, command attention. PATROL appears to be one of 
the best buff or light orange varieties. SUNSPOT is an outstanding va- 
riety for exhibition. PACTOLUS is very striking with its large deeper 
blotch. JAVA, the much heralded variety from Holland, was rather dis- 
appointing because of its loose attachment. SPOTLIGTH still seems to 
be the best commercial yellow. 


We liked BIKINI, DAISY MAE, JANET LEE, and ORANGE GOLD 
in the orange class. BIKINI and DAISY MAE are tall husky growers while 
JANET LEE has beautiful color and is ruffled, with only a medium flower 
head. ORANGE GOLD has the truest orange shade, besides being very 
robust growing and tall but does not have as many open as the other 
oranges. 


In the salmon shades, BOLD FACE, DIEPPE, KING ALFRED, PAL- 
ISADES, SPIC and SPAN, and VICTORY QUEEN are some of the newer 
ones that impressed us this season. Undoubtedly SPIC and SPAN is going 
places commercially, as well as DIEPPE and VICTORY QUEEN. KING 
ALFRED and PALISADES win many a blue ribbon on the show table be- 
cause of their ability to open many blooms. 


Good scarlet glads are scarce. REDOWA and CARNIVAL looked good. 
Old VALERIA is still hard to beat as an all around commercial. We like 
MODERN TIMES from Holland, a striking rosey scarlet that attracts lots 
of attention. 








The largest class of all is, of course, pink and in this class we find 
many of our most outstanding glads. The one that impressed us most 
was SKYWAY because of its extreme earliness, besides being a clear true 
pink, tall and straight. While it’s a good increaser we are not anxious 
to part with very much of it as yet. Not much need be said of the follow- 
ing which are all topnotchers: CONN. YANKEE, FABULOUS, MARION 
PEARL, PHANTOM BEAUTY, PINK CHARM, and YANKEE LASS. 
BEAUTY’S BLUSH is good in every way except perhaps it does not blush 
enough. EVANGELINE is one of the most beautiful, but most of our 
blooms have a tendency to place around the stem. GEN. EISENHOWER 
is large and robust, but flecked some with us. There are at least a dozen 
of the older ones in this class that are fine, probably some of your favorites. 


In the red class FIREBRAND, GRACIE ALLEN, MID AMERICA 
and RED WING were all impressive and won several blue ribbons for us. 
Both FIREBRAND and GRACIE ALLEN have that clear velvety shade 
of red that glistens in the sun. MID AMERICA is probably the largest 
red and grows very tall. RED WING opens many at a time and should 
become a great exhibition glad. In the dark shades BIRCH RED is the 
most outstanding. ROYAL WINDSOR has a precise double row placement 
of light red that also wins at the shows and is beautiful. 


TOPFLITE still retains top rating with us in the rose shades and at 
the shows has won for us many times as most beautiful in the show. And 
how the florists go for it. PROSPERITY, about the shade of BENGASI, 
but straight and robust, was very fine this summer. PREVIEW, VENIDA, 
and TIVOLI appealed to us as coming commercials in shades that are still 
scarce. MISS WISCONSIN of course you all know now. BURMA and 
BUENA VISTA still are tops of the deep rose glads. 


In the lavender shades ELIZABETH THE QUEEN is still the most 
beautiful and only needs more height. SIBONEY with its huge beautiful 
florets also could stand a little stretching. PATRICIAN was impressive 
but its health is in doubt. PEGGY fills the bill as a florist’s glad — tall, 
many open with a fine clear light color. BENJAMIN BRITTON, about the 
shade of LAVENDER PRINCE, but with smaller florets and more open. 
ABIGAIL bloomed clear with very little flecking. 


The purple shades have been augmented by DOROTHY ARMSTRONG 
and SHERWOOD, both of which look like great improvements. MAR- 
GARET WOOD is the largest but misplaces. 


RAVEL seems to be the best all around blue or violet; tall and straight 
but it still retains the reddish throat marking. Think HIGH LIFE is the 
most beautiful and will open 8 medium sized blooms, but has a bad ten- 
dency to crook. In the deeper shades BLUE LAGOON looks good. ABU 
HASSEN has real deep color but is temperamental and a weak grower. 


In the smokey and any other color classes TUNIAS MOHAMET, FLY- 
ING FORTRESS, CHOCTAW, BUCKEYE BRONZE, and DUSTY MILLER 
produced fine spikes and all can win at the shows. ROLLA is certainly 
different.

It is extremely 
healthy, opens well from bud, takes hot weather in stride, and is fine pro- 
ducer of large bulblets with 90% germination. It’s worst fault so far ob- 
served is that the bottom floret occasionally misplaces.

CARE AND CULTURE 


(Complete planting instructions will be included with each order) 


SOIL AND FERTILIZER 


Glads do well on most any soil if they are planted in the open garden where there is 
plenty of sunshine. You may work well rotted manure into the soil in the Spring by 
putting it into the bottom of your planting trench, then covering with an inch of soil; 
then planting your bulbs. Vigoro is also good. Two or three applications of commercial 
fertilizer may be made on the surface along the rows during the growing season before 
the plants bloom. Any fertilizer should be kept from direct contact with the bulb or 
foliage. If you wish to grow immense spikes, you must fertilize heavily; your plants 
must also have at least an inch of water every three or four days. 


PLANTING 


Work soil to a depth of eight inches, or ten inches will be better. Large bulbs should 
be covered with about six inches of soil. The deeper planting helps keep them upright 
when blooming. Smaller bulbs should be planted not less than two inches. You may 
regulate your distance apart in the row by the space you have. Plant rows anywhere 
from 2 ft. to 3 ft. apart. Plant in rows from two to six inches apart, depending on space 
and number of bulbs. They do well planted close together, but require more water. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Our early stock is taken up in early October. The bulbs should be taken up within 
six weeks to two months after blooming but before the tops begin to get brown. Even if 
the tops are green, bulbs should be taken up before the ground freezes deeply. After 
digging, cut off the tops close to bulb and put in screen bottomed trays to cure. They 
should have plenty of ventilation while curing and must not be put in containers more 
than three or four inches deep. At this time Napthalene flakes (procured from your 
druggist) may be safely scattered on the bulbs which are dormant. Use at the rate of an 
ordinary handful per 100 bulbs. A little more or less won’t do any harm and it will drive 
away any thrip that may be harboring an idea of wintering on your bulbs. By the time 
you are ready to clean the bulbs most of the flakes will have evaporated. A note of 
warning! DO NOT use them in the Spring when root nodules appear at the base of the 
bulb, as they are harmful and prevent normal growth of the plant. Use them right after 
digging or early winter. Stir them every few days and keep dry. In four weeks they will 
be cured so that old bulbs may be removed from the bottoms. They may then be placed 
in storage. Proving very effective as a thrip control in storage is a light dusting of 5% 
DDT powder. This is very good if the bulbs do not have to be handled during storage 
as DDT powder is poisonous. 

The storage temperature is best at 40 to 50 degrees. Your storage room should be 
dry, cool and ventilated and as near uniform as possible as to temperature. It is well to 
look at your bulbs every two or three weeks. If they show signs of too much moisture 
or look mouldy, dry them out and give better ventilation. Keep them in small containers 
and spread thin. 





THRIP AND DISEASE CONTROL 


With the advent of D.D.T. as a dust or spray for thrip on gladiolus the problem has 
become of minor importance. A few dustings or sprayings after the plants are about 
8-10 inches high will eliminate all trouble from that source. 

DDT Spray 
2 rounded teaspoonfuls DDT (50% wettable) 
1 teaspoonful Dreft 
2 gallons of water. 

Spray every 8-10 days til glads begin to bloom. 
DDT Dust 

Use 3 or 5% dust. Preferably use a dust also containing a good fungicide. Dust 
lightly every 8-10 days til glads begin to bloom. 
Bulb Dips 

As a disease preventative for bulbs. We recommend this as a precaution both for 
your old bulbs and new bulbs no matter where obtained. 

Dips for Control of Thrips and Disease 
Bichloride of Mercury 
1 oz. Bichloride of Mercury 
7 gallons of water 
Soak 10 to 12 hours immediately preceding planting. Plant wet. Must be used 
in an earthen or wooden container. 
Lysol 
1 tablespoonful of Lysol 
1 gallon of water 
Soak 4 to 6 hours immediately preceding planting. 
New improved Ceresan 
1 oz. of N. I. Ceresan 
3 gallons of water 
Weigh carefully and leave bulbs in solution 15 minutes. Do not leave bulbs in 
solution over 20 minutes and be sure to plant immediately after dipping.
